Where is the City Heading? Manager’s 
Report Shows Future Area Prospects 


Party Regulars Vote Tuesday 
In Special Primary Election

In a special primary election next Tuesday, April 7, Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans will cast votes for the candidate they 
prefer to fill the vacant seat of ailing former congresswoman 
Gladys Noon Spellman. Nineteen Democrats and 12 Republi¬ 
cans are competing to be their party’s standard-bearer in the 
special general election called for May 19.

A “State of the City” ad¬ 
dress by Greenbelt’s city man¬ 
ager and assistant city man¬ 
ager was the principal feature 
of a meeting of three city ad¬ 
visory boards with the city 
council on March 9. In addi¬ 
tion. the chairmen of the 
boards reviewed for council 
past and future board activi¬ 
ties, and put forth matters in 
which the boards want sup¬ 
port and guidance from coun¬ 
cil. 

The joint meeting had been re¬ 
quested by the boards. Close to 
25 members of the Advisory Plan 
ning Board, the Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Advisory Board, and the 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board were present for the two- 
hour meeting. The council was 
represented by Mayor Pro Tern 
Richard Piiski and Councilman 
Thomas White (with Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld out of town and Coun- 
cilmen Richard Castaldi and 
Charles Schwan both ill). 

The State of the City message, 
delivered by City Manager James 
Giese and Assistant City Manager 
Dennis Piendak, is believed to 
have been a “first" in Greenbelt’s 
history. With Giese focusing on 
planning and development activi¬ 
ties, and Piendak on finances, the 
presentation summarized in one 
evening the many significant 
events which have kept council, 
city staff, and boards busy over 
the past year or so, and which 
will be their major concerns in 
the forthcoming year. At the end 
of the meeting, the boards asked 
that there be similar future meet¬ 
ings twice a year. 

Commercial 

The biggest category of land de¬ 
velopment now in the city is com¬ 
mercial, and the biggest commer¬ 
cial development this year is 
Greenway Shopping Center. (See 
accompanying map for locations 
of all parcels mentioned in this 
article.) The project is on sched¬ 
ule. with the first phase substan¬ 
tially completed. The second and 
third phases are under construc¬ 
tion and should be open by July 1. 

The Golden Triangle is the sec¬ 
ond biggest development. Most of 
the undeveloped land has been 
purchased by Prudential Insur¬ 
ance Co., one of the largest land- 
owners in the country. Prudential 
will soon be starting its office 
building in the Triangle. PEPCO 
has just started construction of 
its Toaping Castle Substation. 

Capital Office Park, west of 
Kenilworth Ave. next to the Belt- 
way, is to have four office build¬ 
ings, each with 125.000 square feet. 
The second building is nearing 
completion, and a permit has been 
issued for the third. Rentals are 
going well, with renters including 
radio station WPGC, and the 
Martin Marietta Corporation. 
There is talk of expanding devel¬ 
opment northward. The future of 
the planned Hilton Inn is in 


question because of financing 
problems. 

Greenhorne and O’Mara, the en¬ 
gineering firm based in Riverdale, 
is planning construction of its 
corporate headquarters building 
on Edmonston Road. That will 
leave one undeveloped strip of 
land across from Greenbelt Junior 
High School. 

Future commercial development 
can be foreseen on open land be¬ 
hind Greenway Shopping Center. 
Last summer the plans of the 
owners of the land showed two 
more office buildings and a ban¬ 
quet center. Property flanking 
Hanover Parkway adjacent to the 
Greenway Center is up for rezon¬ 
ing toward commercial develop¬ 
ment. Beltway Plaza has a lot of 
vacant land associated with it, 
but nothing is happening right 
now. 

Residential 

In residential development, 
Windsor Green is the only cur¬ 
rent scene of activity (other than 
the individual homes being con¬ 
structed on Ridge Road). The 
fourth section of Windsor Green 
is being initiated by the new 
owner, U.S. Homes (which is the 
nation’s largest homebuilder). 
The community recreation center 
is in the design stage, and con¬ 
struction is expected to be start¬ 
ed this year. 

The interest of Greenbelt res¬ 
idents in building custom homes 
has been of particular note this 
past year. Eight such homes are 
planned for the north end of the 
city along Ridge Road between 
GHI and Boxwood, with two of 
the houses now under construc¬ 
tion. There have been a number 
of inquiries about similar group 
buying of land for single-family 
houses in vacant Parcels 3 and 
4 (flanking Research Road north 
of GHI). Those parcels were re¬ 
cently rezoned for single-family 
use, but the zoning is being con¬ 
tested by the owners, Burton J. 
Reiner, et al. 

Other vacant land includes the 
following: 

— Parcel 1, located northeast of 
GHI, and bordered by Laurel Hill 
Rd. on the west. Northway Road 
extended on the south, the Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center on the 
north, and the B-W Parkway on 
the east. Because this land lies 
on the far side of the ridge sew¬ 
er hookup has been a problem

development. 

— Parcel 2, former Board of 
Education land now held by 
Prince Georges County, between 
GHI and the B-W Parkway, with 
Northway Rd. extended and 
Hamilton Place extended as its 
northern and southern borders. 
The future of this large parcel 
is unresolved, but the city wants 
the area used for free-standing 
homes. 

— Remainder of Parcel 2. own¬ 
ed by Burton J. Reiner, et al., 
between GHI and the B-W Park - 
way, flanked on the north by 
Hamilton Place extended and on 
the south by Gardenway extend¬ 
ed. There has been no recent 
activity regarding use of this 
land. 

— Parcel 15, along the north 
side of the Beltway northwest 
from Greenbelt Road and east of 
Kenilworth. The northwestern 
half of the parcel is planned for 
single-family homes. Plans for 
the southeastern half are not 
known. 

— The Smith-Ewing tract, a- 
long the north side of Greenbelt 
Road between Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School and Mandan Road. 
The owners are currently seeking 
townhouse zoning 

Future Concern 

Of concern to the city is future 
development expected to take 
place to the southeast of the city. 
As City Manager Giese observed, 
there is a lot of vacant land 
down there. 

Transportation 

Metrorail is the big issue in 
the transportation area. As of 
this meeting, the county council 
decision on the proposed align¬ 
ment of the Greenbelt route was 
getting close; University Park 
See CITY, p. 12, col.

In Tuesday's primary, individual 
voters may only cast ballots for a 
candidate of the party with which 
the voter is registered. In the gen¬ 
eral election voters need not fol¬ 
low party lines. 

Eligible to vote locally in next 
Tuesday’s primary are 7,551 Re¬ 
publicans and Democrats. (Unaf¬ 
filiated voters do not participate 
in primaries). Of these 5,626 are 
Democrats and 1,925 Republicans. 
The Democrats continue to main¬ 
tain a 3-to-l edge in total regis¬ 
tration (see chart on page 10). 

Democrats 

In the crowded Democratic field 
are Reuben Spellman, husband of 
Gladys Spellman; State Senator 
Edward Conroy (24th District); 
Steny Hoyer, former state senator 
and president of the State Senate; 
County Council worn an Sue Mills 
and Montgomery County delegate 
Stewart Bainum. Others in the 
race are Robert Bates, Anselmo 
Chavez, Robert Bassette, Henri C. 
De Loier Jr., Donald Greenawalt, 
William J. Halterman, Lawrence 
Keval, Richard Lee, Joseph Mead¬ 
ow, State Senator Thomas O’Reilly 
(23rd District), Melvin Perkins, 
John Sellner, Michael Sprague, 
and Del Francis Whitt: (26th 
District), former Greenbelt mayor. 

Conroy, Hoyer and Spellman 
are believed to be the leading 
contenders in Greenbelt. 

Republicans 

On the Republican side are Au- 
drey Scott, mayor of Bowie; Law¬ 
rence J. Hogan, Jr., son of and as¬ 
sistant to county executive Law¬ 
rence J. Hogan; George Benns; 
Robert Brickell; David Ellliott; 
Irvin Henson, Jr.; John Lillard; 
Jack Price; Jon Robinson; Jean 
Speicher; Frederick Taylor and 
Wool worth Watrous. 

Hogan and Scott are considered 
front-runners in Greenbelt and 
throughout the district. 

Although a low-voter turnout is 
predicted—this occurs in off-pres¬ 
idential election years—it is ex¬ 
pected that Greenbelters will trek 
to the polls in greater numbers 
than the rest of the 5th Congres¬ 
sional District—with the possible 
exception of Bowie voters. Tra¬ 
ditionally, a higher percentage of 
Greenbelt’s registered voters have 
cast ballots in elections than in 
most other sections of the county. 

One local political pundit pre¬ 
dicts a turnout of about 55% of 
Greenbelt’s registered Democratic 
voters. This appears high when 
compared with 1978 and 1980 sta¬ 
tistics. However, it was pointed 
out that Greenbelt Democrats 
have been targeted by the Demo¬ 
cratic “front-runners" to receive 
campaign materials, phone calls, 
and personal visits. Additionally 
there have been many coffees and 
candidate nights. 

It is even more difficult to pre¬ 
dict the possible Republican turn¬ 
out because apparently none of

the contenders has concentrated 
on Greenbelt. 

Observers believe Greenbelt vot¬ 
ers will be making their choices 
based on how they perceive the 
candidates’ philosophies — con 
servative, middle of the road, or 
liberal; on their positions on so¬ 
cial programs and matters par 
ticularly affecting federal employ¬ 
ees; and possibly on the residence 
of the candidate. 

More Statistics 

In the May 13. 1980 presidential 
primary election, 40.5% of the 
7,483 registered Republicans and 
Democrats voted in Greenbelt’s 
four precincts. Across the state 
and in the county, the turnout

was about 36%. Both were sub¬ 
stantially below the turnouts in 
1976. 

Also, for the first time in recent 
memory a higher percentage of 
Republicans than Democrats 
turned out to vote in the May pri¬ 
mary. Locally about 41.9% of the 
1,802 eligible Republicans cast 
ballots while 40% of the 5,681 reg¬ 
istered Democratic voted. 

In the 1978 off-year primary 
election, 40% of the eligible Dem¬ 
ocrats and 27% of the Republicans 
cast ballots. 


Metrobus Service Cots 

Metrobus services have been 
further cut, especially evening and 
week end service, as of Sunday, 
March 22. Changes in routes af¬ 
fecting Greenbelt directly have 
been made on the T16 which runs 
between Beltway Piaza and the 
New Carrollton Metro station, the 
R12, which runs from Greenbelt 
Center to the Deanwood Metro 
station, and the C2 which runs 
from Beltway Plaza to Montgom¬ 
ery Mall 

On the Tl6 the last bus from 
Beltway Plaza will leave at 7:53 
p.m. and the last bus from New 
Carrollton at 8:15 p.m. (formerly 
10:53 and 11:15), on weekdays. On 
Saturdays the first T16 from Belt- 
way Plaza will leave at 8:40 a.m. 
and the last at 7:52 p.m. (changed 
from 8:50 a.m.-9:50 p.m.). The 
first bus leaves New Carroilton at 
9:15 a.m. and the last leaves at 
7:15 p.m. (formerly 8:15 a.m.-9:15 
p.m.). On Saturday the T16 will 
operate at 75 minute intervals in¬ 
stead of once an hour 

Three buses will be eliminated 
from the weekday R12 schedule. 
They are the 8:40 p.m. from 
Greenbelt and the 8:40 p.m. and 
9:40 p.m. from Deanwood. 

The C2 will have no weekday 
trips after 7 p.m. in either direc¬ 
tion. On Saturdays the last bus 
will leave Beltway Plaza at 6:30 
p.m. and the last from Montgom¬ 
ery Mall at 7 p.m. This bus will 
arrive at Beltway Plaza after the 
last R12 and. T16 have left for 
Greenbelt. There is no F6 on Sat¬ 
urday.

Voters in the Democratic special primary election for the 
fifth Congressional district vacancy will be trying to choose the 
candidate they hope will best carry on the tradition of national 
leadership and constituent services established by the popular 
former Representative Gladys Spellman. Republicans will be 
looking for a candidate best qualified to support the goals and 
philosophy of the Reagan administration.

Sef the Record Straight 
Against Expensive Rehab 

To the Editor 

The 512 votes cast on March 19 
tallied 301 yes, 211 no. According 
to a letter to Greenbelt Homes on 
July 24, 1979 from Krooth & Alt 
man and signed by Patrick Clancy 
which reads in part: *T do, how¬ 
ever, want to reiterate a point 
that we discussed. I believe that 
in order for you to satisfy^ your 
Articles and By Laws, and thus 
to exonerate yourselves from po¬ 
tential liability for ultra vires ac¬ 
tion, it is essential that you sub¬ 
mit your rehabilitation plan in its 
final form to your members for 
their approval. Further, this ap¬ 
proval should be at least 2/3 of 
those voting. This step is legally 
necessary since the plan approved 
at the October 18, 1978 meeting 
has been modified since then." 

That paragraph means that the 
March 19, 1981 vote of 512 mem¬ 
bers must be divided in 3 parts— 
a ratio of 2 to l t which equals 341 
against 171. The 301 yes votes cast 
were short by 40 votes.

2. Concede: Passively accept all 
tariffs, and anesthetic structural 
changes, most likely shabbily 
done, like those performed on 
Phase I Frames. 

3. Resist: As one man said at 
the meeting, “Over my dead 
body!"

GHI Escapes 

To the Editor: 

Had the GHI membership not 
approved Phase II rehabilitation 
at the March 19 Special Member¬ 
ship Meeting, the results would 
have included: 

1. Expenditure of the entire 
Section 312 loan of $6.4 million on 
frame home projects, the loan se¬ 
cured by a mortgage on all GHI 
property; 

2. A delay of at least 4-5 years 
to devise and win approval for a 
revised rehabilitation program; 

3. Making impossible imple¬ 
mentation of the policy of equal 
apportionment of rehab interest 
rates among all members; 

4. Eliminating financing by 
comparatively low - interest - rate 
state or city bonds; 

5. Leaving without financing 
projects GHI is committed to do, 
the cost of which (about $1.4 mil¬ 
lion) would have to be |inanced 
at far higher interest rates than 
state or city bond rates; 

6. Additional 1981 fuel oil costs 
of about $621,000 for frame homes 
and $378,000 for masonry; 

7. An immediate expenditure of 
at least $160,000 to bring boilers up 
to county and insurance under¬ 
writer standards; and 

8. Fixed costs in 1982 almost 
equal to the entire 1981 budget 
with no provision for wages and 
salaries, maintenance, materials 
of any kind, telephone, mail or 
anything else.

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Forum on Women’s Issues Draws Candidates

Fourteen of the 32 candi¬ 
dates who have filed to run 
for the vacant Fifth Congress¬ 
ional District seat turned out 
for a Forum on Women's Is¬ 
sues Wednesday evening, 
March 18, co-sponsored by the 
Women’s Political Caucus and 
the Women’s Action Coalition 
of Prince Georges County. 
Seven of those candidates got 
a bonus, as the forum, held in 
the packed meeting room of 
the Greenbelt Library, also 
drew media attention. 

TV Camera crews and reporters 
from Channels 4, 5 and 9 record¬ 
ed and commented on candidates' 
position, statements and answers 
to questions — that is, of the ma¬ 
jor candidates. But the camera 
crews, and most of the audience, 
left before a group of seven “min¬ 
or” candidates spoke their pieces. 
An eighth candidate — he did not 
give his name — left too. He re¬ 
fused to speak, he said, without 
media coverage. 

With so many speakers, ar¬ 
rangements were complicated. 
Some candidates (Audrey Scott, 
Sue Mills and Reuben Spellman) 
could attend only in the early part 
of the evening and had to leave 
for other meetings. Larry Hogan, 
Jr. and Steny Hoyer could only 
come later. Thus chairperson Claire 
Bigelow of the Caucus’ Political 
Support Committee explained that 
the candidates would be heard in 
three groups — each candidate 
being allowed a prepared state¬ 
ment and having an opportunity 
to answer written questions from 
the audience. 

Bigelow's opening remarks de¬ 
fined the forum title in the broad¬ 
est possible way — that “every is¬ 
sue is a woman’s issue, and that 
there are no topics that are off 
limits for discussion here tonight.” 
She mentioned specifically infla¬ 
tion, policy on federal workers’ 
pay and benefits, and defense pol¬ 
icy as having important ramifi¬ 
cations for women. 

Question on ERA 

Nevertheless, the question-and- 
answer period brought out certain 
issues as particlar to the interests 
of women. Republicans Audrey 
Scott and David Elliott joined 
Democrats Sue Mills, Reuben 
Spellman, Stewart Bainum and 
Steny Hoyer in expressing support 
for the ERA. Only Larry Hogan, 
Jr. opposed the amendment, 
though endorsing the principle of 
equal pay for equal w r ork. On 
the question of support for a pro¬ 
posed right-to-life amendment to 
the Constitution, Elliott joined 
Hogan in saying yes. All other 
candidates opposed it. 

To the question about whether 
or not to institute a peacetime 
draft, and whether women should 
be drafted as well as men, the 
different candidates responded 
variously. Mills opposed drafting 
women and saw no need for a 
draft at this time. Spellman felt 
the best possible solution was to 
develop a good and stable reserve 
system, though he opposed their 
having to carry weapons. Bainum 
felt armed forces should be

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adequately compensated to en- 
courge them to remain in ser¬ 
vice; he felt women should be 
treated in a manner equal to men. 
Scott was against women “on the 
front lines.” Hogan opposed a 
peacetime draft; he preferred a 
volunteer system with adequate 
benefits. Neither he nor Hoyer 
directly answered the question 
concerning drafting women. Hoyer 
emphasized the complexity of the 
issue — of paying sufficiently to 
get the quality of personnel need¬ 
ed and at the same time not cre¬ 
ating an elitist force. Elliott, in 
an earlier statement, approved the 
concept of drafting women, which 
he saw succeeding admirably in 
England during World War II. 

Democratic Candidates 

In their prepared statements 
candidates emphasized different 
issues. Bainum expressed his con¬ 
cern that in the present Reagan 
program “the heavier burden 
seems to fall on women.” He said 
he would “like for the subsidies 
going to prosperous industries and 
work for the money to go, in¬ 
stead, to* people programs.” He 
cited his work in the state legis¬ 
lature in support of women’s is¬ 
sues — Medicaid for abortions, a 
bill to revoke the tax benefits to 
private clubs that discriminate a- 
gainst women and minorities, a 
bj.ll to increase benefits to batter¬ 
ed spouses, child Support reform 
legislation. 

Spellman said jokingly he has 
long been called the “original lib¬ 
erated husband.” He said that he 
has worked over the years in sup¬ 
port of his wife's programs — for 
example, in setting up the*original 
County Commission for Women. 
He has long been concerned with 
the issue of sexual harassment. He 
would continue his wife’s record 
of concern in such matters as a 
domestic violence bill, discrimin¬ 
ation in pension rights, employ¬ 
ment for displaced homemakers, 
tax benefits for single heads of 
households. He considers the 
Reagan budget a threat to many 
important programs, he said. He 
also stressed the fact that if el¬ 


ected, he would have a staff (that 
of his wife) already in place and 
ready to go to work. As his wife’s 
“advisor and counselor for 42 
years”, he said he was well qual¬ 
ified to continue her work. 

Mills emphasized her experience 
in dealing with constituent needs 
and her long years of service to 
the entire county in her present 
County Council seat and her pre¬ 
vious service on the school board. 
She cited defense, energy, El Sal¬ 
vador and nuclear energy as ma¬ 
jor national issues. She stressed 
the importance of not cutting the 
impact aid program for schools. 
She also was concerned over the 
situation of federal employees, es¬ 
pecially opposing the reduction in 
force (RIF) advocated by the 
Reagan administration. She sup¬ 
ported financing of the Metro sys¬ 
tem. 

Hoyer stressed his interest in 
continuing the program represent¬ 
ed by the work of Gladys Spell¬ 
man. He noted his 12 years of ex¬ 
perience in the State Senate on 
behalf of the rights of all citizens, 
including the rights of women. He 
indicated his concern with the 
problems of federal employees and 
noted that he has the endorsement 
of the American Federation of 
Governmet Employees for his 
candidacy. He stressed inflation 
as a serious issue, as well as a 
strong defense posture, but advo¬ 
cated pursuing control of nuclear 
arms. 

Republican Candidates 

On the Republican side, Scott 
referred obliquely to her recent 
status as a “working woman,” and 
her concerns with women in the 
job market. (She had her part- 
time position at the county hos¬ 
pital withdrawn, it was alleged in 
recent newspaper accounts, when 
she continued with her candidacy 
for the Congressional seat against 
the son of the county executive.) 
She mentioned her concern for 
federal workers. 

David Elliott, former chairman 
of the WSSC, indicated that he 
had left England 27 years ago in 
opposition to the welfare state. He

expressed his concern for minori¬ 
ties, small businesses, and wom¬ 
en’s rights. 

Hogan stressed his experience 
with constituent problems. As a 
Representative he said he could 
“do a better job of getting things 
done and looking after problems 
of people in the District.” He em¬ 
phasized inflation as the single 
biggest issue but also was con¬ 
cerned with unemployment and 
high mortgage rates. He felt the 
federal budget needed cutting but 
that cuts should not hurt people 
unnecessarily. Although he op¬ 
posed the ERA, he favored equal 
legal rights for women and would 


criminated against women. In par¬ 
ticular he would vote to abolish 
the higher income tax for married 
couples. In answer to an audience 
question about his position on cut¬ 
ting out the CETA program, he 
said he supported the Reagan ac¬ 
tion. 

Following the first two groups 
of candidates, the audience heard 
also from Republicans Fred Tay¬ 
lor. Dr. John Robinson, and Jean 
Speicher and from Democrats 
Richard E. Lee, John Eugene Sell- 
r.er and William Halterman. All,

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Twin Pines, 24th Annual Meeting and Elections 


by Mike Jones 

At the 24th annual Twin Pines 
membership meeting, President 
Harvey Geller reported that Twin 
Pines had a deficit of over $25,000 
for 1980 and was studying further 
measures to economize. Measures 
that have already been taken in¬ 
clude a price increase for money 
orders and for duplication serv¬ 
ices in the office, as well as a re¬ 
duction in office staff. Measures 
still under consideration include a 
reduction of office hours, In a 
show of hands, the members pres¬ 
ent expressed a preference for 
opening later in the morning as 
opposed to closing earlier in the 
evening. 

Geller also reported that the 
popularity of Treasury bill notes, 
which pay higher interest rates 
than passbooks or most certifi¬ 
cates, amount to approximately 35 
percent of the money held in Twin 
Pines, Because of this percentage, 
these notes are not being offered 
except as renewals for previous 
notes. 

According to Geller, the Twin 
Pines Board of Directors has no 
immediate plans to offer a higher 
passbook rate than the current 
seven percent rate (some institu¬ 
tions are offering seven and a half 
percent), or to offer “NOW” 
(checking with interest) accounts. 

On a more positive note, Geller 
said that negotiations with the 
National Consumer Cooperative 
Bank were now in progress that 
would hopefully result in the pur¬ 
chase of GHI loans by the bank. 
This would provide additional 
money for Twin Pines to loan to 
other borrowers, and would pro¬ 
vide commissions to Twin Pines, 
which would continue to service 
the loans. According to Geller, an 
agreement would probably result 
in the initiation of variable rate 
mortgage loans. Initially, Twin 
Pines is expected to sell one mil¬ 
lion dollars worth of loans to the 
cooperative bank. 

In the loan committee report. 
Chairman John Webb stated that 
more loans were approved this 
year than last, in spite of the fact 
that conditions did not permit 
loans for approximately six 
months. The waiting list of appli¬ 
cants for GHI loans has been re¬ 
duced from over 200 to approxi¬ 
mately 50. 

Twin Pines is now investigating 
the possibility of moving into the 
space currently occupied by the 
Greenbelt Post Office, and, ac¬ 
cording to Geller, expects to start 
moving by the end of 1981. 

In the annual election (see ac¬ 
companying box), Bruce Bowman, 
John Unger, and Joe Timer were 
reelected to three year terms and 
John Maffay was elected to a two 
year term. 

Bernina McGee, Ruth Davis and 
Gail Drake were elected to two 
year terms on the Nominations 
and Elections Committee, and Bob 
Greig and Charles McNitt were 
elected to two year terms on the 
Member Relations Committee,

Devlin’s Bill Would 
Continue Driver’s Ed 

The House of Delegates, by a 
vote of 105-20, passed a bill on 
Friday, March 20, sponsored by 
Delegate Gerard F. Devlin (D- 
24th District) to continue funding 
the Driver's Education Program 
for an additional three years. The 
bill now goes to the Senate for 
consideration. 

Earlier in the legislative ses¬ 
sion, the House Appropriations 
Committee had recommended 
eliminating the $4 million a year 
program. 

Language was included in the 
1981 Budget Bill which makes the 
continued existence of Driver's 
Education contingent „ upon the 
passage of the Devlin bill (H.B. 
596). If the bill does not pass the 
Senate, the budget provision 
which strikes the entire program 
will take effect. 

Public schools receive $65 in aid 
for every pupil enrolled in driver 
education class. Without this aid, 
the county school systems would 
have to pay for the classes en¬ 
tirely, In Prince Georges County 
$711,500 is contributed by the 
State, and because of the TRIM 
amendment, this amount would 
probably be impossible to raise. 

Close to 300 students take Driv¬ 
er's Education at Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt High School each year, and 
close to 11,000 countywide. If the 
program were eliminated, those 
students would have one of three 
options: (1) take a course from a 
private driving school, (2) pay a

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1981-2 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 
OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARY¬ 
LAND (1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPOR¬ 
ATION-MUNICIPAL”, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 17 OF 
THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS SECTION 12, TITLE “EMPLOYEE RELA¬ 
TIONS BOARD”, TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT 
OF FIVE MEMBERS. THEIR SUCCESSION AND REMOV¬ 
AL; AND TO PROVIDE FOR QUORUM, PROCEDURE, AND

The above charter amendment shall become and be con¬ 
sidered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land, according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects

much higher insurance rate or 
(3), wait until their eighteenth 
birthday before obtaining a driv¬ 
er’s license. 

The $65 per student in aid is 
presently funded in part by a $15 
surcharge on learner’s permits 
and original driver’s licenses. The 
surcharge raises $3.3 million an¬ 
nually. The remainder of the $4 
million needed for Driver’s Ed. 
comes from the State's Transpor¬ 
tation Trust Fund. 

The Devlin proposal would in¬ 
crease the learner's permit or li¬ 
cense fee by an additional $5.00 so 
that the entire program is paid 
for by this surcharge. 

If Devlin’s bill fails in the Sen¬ 
ate, the $3.3 million currently 
raised by the surcharge would be 
"in limbo." he said. The money 
may only be spent on Driver’s 
Education, but the Appropriations 
Committee, in the Budget Bill, 
worded the contingency clause in 
such a way that if the entire $4 
million is not raised by the sur¬ 
charge, then no money will be ap¬ 
propriated at all for Driver’s Ed. 
In other words, the $3.3 million 
could not be spent on Driver’s Ed. 
or anything else. "The money 
would be placed in an account un¬ 
til the Legislature next year de¬ 
cided what to do with it,” Devlin 
said.

Appeals Court 
Barring Single 

by James P* O’Sullivan 

On March 4, 1981 the Court 
of Special Appeals of Mary¬ 
land issued an opinion in the 
case of Greenbelt Homes, Inc . 
v . Nyman Realty, Inc. in which 
the Court ruled that GHI’s 
policy of charging a single fee 
for each home sold (regardless 
of whether GHI, an outside re¬ 
altor, or the homeowner sells 
the house) violated the state 
antitrust law. The opinion 
substantially affirmed the de¬ 
cision of the Circuit Court for 
Prince Georges County handed 
down by Judge Vincent J. Fe- 
mia on January 3, 1980. The 
effect of the decision is to con¬ 
tinue the lower courts ban on 
a single fee which combines 
administrative, inspection and 
sales service costs in a single 
package. 

In addition, the Court affirmed 
Judge Femia’s award of $1,005 in 
antitrust damages to Eric Wade 
Barber, who together with Mar¬ 
sha A. Gielen and Nyman Realty, 
Inc. were plaintiffs in the original 
suit. The Court also affirmed Fe¬ 
mia’s refusal to award damages 
for lost commissions to Barber 
and Gielen, who were both real 
estate agents for Nyman. How¬ 
ever, the Court reversed Femia’s 
determination not to award attor¬ 
neys fees and remanded the case 
to the Circuit Court for a deter¬ 
mination and award of reasonable 
attorneys fees to the plaintiffs. 

Tying Arrangement 

The main issue on appeal was 
whether GHI’s policy of requiring 
a single $550 fee on all sales, re¬ 
gardless of whether or not the 
seller used GHI’s sales service, 
constituted an unlawful tying ar¬ 
rangement under Maryland’s an¬ 
titrust law. GHI put the single fee 
policy into effect in June 1978 in 
order to cover the costs of screen¬ 
ing and educating potential new 
members, completing paperwork, 
inspecting homes, and maintain¬ 
ing an expanded sales office.

Upholds Earlier Ruling 
Fee In GHI Saler 


operating the sales office were not 
computed into the costs of inspec¬ 
tion and administration. The 
Court found that this new single 
fee policy had anticompetitive ef¬ 
fects in the market for the sale 
of GHI homes since it compelled 
all sellers to pay to support the 
sales office of GHI and created an 
economic incentive for all selling 
members to list their homes with 
the GHI sales office. 

The single fee which combined 
administrative, inspection and 
sales service costs was found by 
the Court to be an unlawful tying 
arrangement. In antitrust par¬ 
lance, such an arrangement oc¬ 
curs where a seller will only sell 
a product or service (the tying 
service) on the condition that the 
buyer also purchase a different 
product or service (the tied serv¬ 
ice). Where a seller has sufficient 
economic power in the tying prod¬ 
uct or service to restrain a not 
insubstantial amount of business 
in the market for the tied product 
or service, the arrangement is a 
per se violation of the antitrust 
law. In the case of a per se viola¬ 
tion the Court will not consider 
any business justifiations which 
a defendant might be able to of¬ 
fer for the arrangement. 

According to the Court, GHI 
had monopoly control over the 
administrative and inspection 
services (the tying service) since 
only GHI could provide these 


services in the sale of a home. 
The single fee tied the real estate 
sales service (the tied service) to 
the other services in the single fee 
package and affected a significant 
amount of business in the GHI 
home resale market. This consti¬ 
tuted a per se unlawful arrange¬ 
ment. 

Bylaw Question 

The Court found it unnecessary 
to decide whether the imposition 
of such an administrative fee 
was a violation of the corpora¬ 
tion’s bylaws. The circuit court 
had determined that such a vio¬ 
lation had occurred. The Court of 
Special Appeals took note of the 
fact that GHI has been charging 
selling members some form of ad¬ 
ministrative fee since 1967 and 
that any possible technical viola¬ 
tion of the bylaws had been 
waived or impliedly repealed 
through the corporation’s actual 
long-standing practice.

Richard Ley, outgoing presi¬ 
dent, chaired the first part of the 
meeting. He outlined briefly the 
accomplishments of CFG during 
its first year and a half ; (1) fol¬ 
lowed zoning process for parcels 
3 and 4 favoring the present R-R 
zone (half-acre lots) as opposed 
to the developer’s application for 
RT. (up to 10 townhouses per 
acre). R80 (3.4 a. lots) was ap¬ 
proved but appealed, (2) express¬ 
ed concern about the inadequate 
access to Greenway shopping cen¬ 
ter, (3) took a position against 
cuts in evening and weekend Met- 
robus service, (4) had speakers on 
civic issues at CFG meetings and 
(5) published Greenbelt telephone 
directory. 

Ley also reminded members of 
CFG’s policy on speakers of po¬ 
litical campaigns or issues. In or¬ 
der to maintain its non-partisan 
status, CFG will not permit any¬ 
one to speak to the. organization 
on a political issue unless the re¬ 
quest is made at least fourteen 
days in advance so that CFG can 
notify people of opposing views 
who could then also speak if they 
-chose to do so. 

Eunice Coxon proposed a trib¬ 


ute to Ley for his many hours of 
work in behalf of CFG and all 
present responded with a round of 
applause. Ley was to leave for his 
new job in California around 
April L 

Barry Schlesinger, chairman of 
the zoning committee, alerted 
members to proposed changes in 
Greenbelt Park. He also called for 
CFG to continue its scrutiny of 
proposed zoning changes in the 
area. Baluch suggested that CFG 
lobby for updating the College 
Park-Greenbelt Master Plan; the 
updating has not been done, she 
said, because of lack of funds. 

Transportation chairman Jaco¬ 
by reported that CFG had helped 
to circulate petitions for the 
Metro E-line. CFG had also got¬ 
ten about 300 names on a petition 
against Metrobus service cuts. 

It was suggested that CFG con¬ 
tact Frank Casula, district Vs 
representative on the county coun¬ 
cil, for help in getting increased 
bus service. Casula came out 
against completing the Metro E- 
line, which would have ended at 
Greenbelt. Therefore, it was hoped 
he might be willing to help pro¬ 
vide some or better connections 
to existing lines, such as the B 
and O commuter train or the 
Metro subway stations. 

Treasurer Irene Hensel reported 
a balance of over $800 in the 
treasury, most of which came 
from the sale of the Greenbelt 
telephone directories. It was de¬ 
cided not to put out a new direc¬ 
tory this year but to concentrate 
on selling those which remained. 
Members decided that any orga¬ 
nization, approved by the execu¬ 
tive board, that wants to sell the 
directories should be allowed to 
do so and to keep 50% of the 
sales price. The other 50% would 
go to CFG.

POSSIBLE CHANGE IN SWIM POOL 
FEE PLANS HEARD BY COUNCIL

The attention of city council, in its regular meeting March 
23, ranged from the cost of swimming pool passes, to the cost 
of a dump truck and snow plow; and from purchase of a six- 
inch pipe valve, to access by WSSC to its new 96-inch water 
main. 


City staff is recommending to 
council that season pass rates for 
the swimming pool be increased 
the day the pool opens. Passes 
could be bought at the previous 
lower rate until opening day. The 
staff also recommends that swim¬ 
ming lesson fees for nonresident 
pass holders be lowered, to en¬ 
courage more nonresidents to buy 
season passes. In a further pro¬ 
posal, the staff wants council to 
set up a new policy that will let 
the city manager and recreation 
director keep the pool open after 
Labor Day when weather and oth¬ 
er circumstances permit. 

Council members agreed to a 
work session on March 30 to dis¬ 
cuss these recommendations, with 
formal action at the future reg¬ 
ular meeting. (During the work 
session, council will also discuss 
parking at the Lake Park and 
employee salary and wage in¬ 
creases and benefits.) 

Advisory Boards 

Council accepted the resigna¬ 
tion of Darwin Beck, Chairman of 
the Community Relations Advis¬ 
ory Board, who is leaving Green- 
belt because of a change in em¬ 
ployment. Beck has been a mem¬ 
ber of CRAB for over 13 years, 
and chairman for the past four 
years. Councilman Charles Schwan 
characterized Beck as a person 
of “fantastic ability.” 

In other action, the council ap¬ 
pointed the following persons to 
city advisory boards: Robert J. 
O'Neill and William Ayers to the 
Employee Relations Board; An¬ 
toinette M. Bram and Mike Shep¬ 
herd to the Advisory Planning 
Board; Dolores K. Allison and 
Rose G. Amberg to the Commun¬ 
ity Relations Advisory Board; and 
Ray P. McCawley and John A- 
Veil to the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board. Council also ap¬ 
pointed Marguerite H. Suite to the 
COG Community & Economic De¬ 
velopment Committee. Council de¬ 
layed the naming of a new chair¬ 
man of CRAB. 

Council passed an ordinance, 
applicable -to all city boards and 
ccmmittees, to govern resolution 
of procedural issues not covered 
by standing rules of the boards or 
committees. 

WSSC Access 

The Washington Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission is building a 
new 96-inch-diameter water main 
which will run through the city’s 
Lake Park. Near the spillway of 
the dam, there will be a connec¬ 
tion between the new main and 
the old 42-inch water main t# 
which WSSC will need to have 
continuing access. WSSC already 
has city permission to use exist¬ 
ing Lake Park service roads, and 
in addition has two established 
rights-of-way for its water lines 
which could be used for access. 
Now WSSC wants the city to give 
it a permanent access easement 
along an existing city service road. 

Council agreed with City Man¬ 
ager James Giese that WSSC al¬ 
ready has enough assurance of 
continuing access to the area in 
question and that to grant a per¬ 
manent easement along the pre¬ 
sent alignment of a service road 
would be too restrictive on the city 

- especially at a time when the 
city is considering moving one or 
more Lake Park roads. 

Voting Kegistrtaion 

Council had before it for final 
decision an ordinance that would 
permit individuals to request city 
voter registration forms only for 
their own use. In the past, per¬ 


sons involved in election cam¬ 
paigns have been able to ask the 
city Clerk to mail registration 
forms to numerous residents who 
have not in fact been interested in 
registering to vote. This has 
meant an additional workload for 
the city clerk and added expense 
for the city. 

Councilman Thomas White 
spoke against the proposed 
change,, on the grounds that the 
present somewhat liberal lang- 
. uage encourages voter registra¬ 
tion, even though it may create 
added workload. Councilman 
Charles Schwan took the opposing 
view, saying that the change 
would not make it difficult for in¬ 
dividuals who want to register to 
do so. Schwan noted that at the 
last election “some zealous indi¬ 
viduals” undertook r< wholesale 
hawking” of registration forms. 
He volunteered that he himself 
had done this and now wanted to 
“clear my conscience.” Mayor Gil 


Weidenfeld agreed with Schwan 
that people could register without 
difficulty under the proposed new 
wording. He said there is no 
sense in wasting the city’s time 
and tax dollars. The ordinance 
was passed 3-1 (White dissenting, 
Richard Castaldi absent). 

Other Action 

Council unanimously passed a 
resolution providing guidelines for 
granting administrative leave to 
employees injured on the job. 

Council appropriated $4,200 for 
improvements to the municipal 
building, primarily relating to re¬ 
modeling of the police station; 
heard first reading of an ordin¬ 
ance to provide additional funds 
for the purchase of a dump truck 
and snow plow and a photocopy 
machine, and to appropriate mon¬ 
ey for the unexpected cost of a 
six-inch pipe valve needed at the 
municipal swimming pool, and for 
replacement of a riding rotary 
mower and equipment trailer 
which were stolen from the city 
last summer. Council also heard 
first reading of a resolution to 
waive bidding procedures and au¬ 
thorize negotiated purchase of a 
unique rotary mower distributed 
in this area by only one company; 
in addition they authorized the 
purchase of <a small dump truck 
and a pickup truck with crew cab 
through P.G. Co. bids.

and College Park were offering 
strong opposition; and the fed¬ 
eral government was threaten¬ 
ing to reduce funds for further 
Metro construction. Land west 
of the Springhill Lake Apart¬ 
ments is reserved until 1982 for 
construction of the Greenbelt sta¬ 
tion; but it is possible the owner 
of the land might refuse to ex¬ 
tend the time beyond 1982. There 
is a problem of inadequate ac¬ 
cess roads v to reach the station. 
Metro planners are proposing di¬ 
rect access from the Beltway. 
The city, to ease access, wants to 
extend Cherrywood Lane over the 
JBeltway to come out at Kenil¬ 
worth Ave., but as yet there has 
been no commitment of funds. 

Highways 

The only major highway pro¬ 
ject now budgeted by the state 
for Greenbelt is the two-level im¬ 
provement of the intersection of 
Kenilworth Ave. and Greenbelt 
Road. This project is included 
in the State Highway Adminis¬ 
tration’s five-year program, with 
completion projected for 1987. 

The Baltimore - Washington 
Parkway has been the subject of 
possible takeover by the state 
from the federal government. 
Now, although the state is still 
doing planning on the subject, it 


is probable that the state will 
want the federal government to 
keep the highway. 

Finances 

Everything bodes well for the 
city's financial future in terms of 
its long-range taxable base. But 
with realization of full assess¬ 
ment revenues from Prudential 
and from Windsor Green still a 
year or so away, the city staff 
expects only about $50,000 addi¬ 
tional real property tax revenue 
for the city in the fiscal year 
starting July 1 — only a 5.5% in¬ 
crease over the current fiscal 
year. Moreover, decreases in city 
income from federal, state, and 
county sources are foreseen. Thus 
the city will have a problem get¬ 
ting through the current and new 
fiscal years. 

For the current year, the staff 
projects that the city will break 
even, or maybe end up with a 
slight surplus. But for the new 
fiscal year, the staff finds that de¬ 
partmental budget requests ex¬ 
ceed preliminary revenue esti¬ 
mates to the extent that a signi¬ 
ficant city tax increase would be 
needed to reach a balance. 

It was emphasized that analys¬ 
is of the new budget is far from 
final yet. But City Manager Giese 
made it clear that this will be an¬ 
other year in which the city has 
to choose between an increased 


tax rate, or cutting back on some 
services. Giese commented that 
the budget “will not be the kind 
council likes to see in an election 
year.” 

Other Activities 

City Bond Sales — After going 
since 1969 with no significant 
bond sale activity, the city in 
short order delivered a $2 mil¬ 
lion special assessment for 
Greenway Shopping Center 
streets, $75,000 for an addition to 
the fire house, and commitment 
(dependent on membership ap¬ 
proval) for a $20.6 million bond 
issue for GHI rehabilitation in 
the event a state agency does 
not issue the bonds. The city has 
improved to “A” its Moody’s bond 
rating. 

Road Improvements — The city 
has been authorized to receive 
federal block grant money, and 
expects to let bids this spring for 
four road and walkway projects: 
(1) Reduce the average grade of 
the sidewalk from the Center 
Mall underpass to Green Ridge 
House; (2) reconstruct parts of 
Ridge Road; (3) reconstruct Hill¬ 
side Road between Laurel Hill 
Road and Greenhill Road; and 
(4) construct a pedestrian under¬ 
pass under the same stretch of 
Hillside Road. 

Charlestown Village — Resi¬ 
dents of the condominium dwel¬ 


lings in Charlestowne Village 
have been talking to city officials 
about a possible rehabilitation 
project to reduce energy use. The 
city so far has not found a suit¬ 
able method of funding, but has 
not given up. 

Greenbelt Commercial Center — 
City staff helped a major owner 
apply for a state loan to improve 
buildings in the Center. The loan 
has not been approved yet by the 
state. Maryland-National Capital 
Park & Planning Commission is 
doing a study of the Center to 
find ways of improving it as a 
community center of business. 

Post Office — The city has 
worked to help keep the Post 
Office in the Center by agreeing 
to provide a suitable parking area 
for postal vehicles. The Post Of¬ 
fice is expected to move into the 
basement of the Co-op Supermar¬ 
ket. 

Cultural Arts Center — The city 
council has shown its support 
for this new community activity, 
including an appropriation of 
$3,500 in the present fiscal year. 

B-W Parkway Overpass — The 
plan to put a pedestrian overpass 
across the Parkway took an un¬ 
expected amount of staff time. 
Over 500 subpoenas have been 
served on individual Grenbriar 
owners and mortgagees since 
January 1. Trial date on the 
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condemnation proceeding is set 
for April 13. If the city gets its 
easement, the overpass may be in 
place by the summer of 1982. 

Street Light Conversion — » The 
conversion to sodium vapor street 
lights is expected to result in fu¬ 
ture cost savings for the city. 

Green Ridge House — The big¬ 
gest problem for this city-owned 
residence for senior citizens con¬ 
tinues to be the fire sprinkler 
system, which is still not totally 
right. 

Cable TV — Mid-April is the 
due date for applications in re¬ 
sponse to the joint Request for 
Proposals issued by the cities of 
Greenbelt and New Carrollton. A 
council decision on Cable TV for 
the city is expected by late sum¬ 
mer. 

Lake Master Plan — Several 
of the city’s advisory boards are 
currently reviewing the staff pro¬ 
posals for a master plan for 
Greenbelt’s Lake Park. A public 
hearing will be held after the 
board recommendations are re¬ 
ceived. 

Park Acquisition & Develop¬ 
ment — The city is doing nothing 
in this area because it has no 
funds for buying park land. 
There has been talk of a bond 
issue, but the current state bond 
market rules out that approach.

The county recently cut Greenbelt 
out of state funds under Program 
Open Space that could have been 
used to buy park land. The city 
may have to adopt a Parte Mas¬ 
ter Plan by 1982 in order to get 
such state funds. 

Northway Fields — The city 
has built new ballfields on the 
site of the former city landfill. 

Windsor Green Ballfield — This 
new ballfield has been built by 
the developer in cooperation with 
the county. The city controls use 
of the facility. 

Sewers — WSSC has been re¬ 
lining the sanitary sewers in the 
old part of the city. This action 
is expected to reduce significant¬ 
ly the amount of ground and 
storm water getting into the san¬ 
itary system. During his pro¬ 
ject, WSSC discovered an old 
connection, under the Center 
Mall, of a sanitary sewer into a 
storm sewer. This meant that 
sewage had been reaching Green¬ 
belt Lake. The problem has since 
been corrected. 

Computers — The city has very 
little in the way of electronic data 
processing equipment. City staff 
has been exploring the possibility 
of tying into the computer system 
of the Council of Governments 
(COG). 4 

North End Elementary School— 
This school officially closes on 
June 30. The city and its advi¬ 
sory boards are looking for ways 
in which the building could be 
used. Just to keep the building 
maintained would cost the city 
$50,000 to $70,000 a year if the 
city were to take over the struc¬ 
ture. 

National Register of Historic 
Places — The recent addition to 
this federal listing of the parts 
of Greenbelt comprising the ori¬ 
ginal town may bring some tax 
reductions and other financial 
benefits. 

The Boards Speak 

That concluded the presentation 
by the city manager and assistant 
city manager. Mayor Pro Tern Ri¬ 
chard Pilski commented that it 
has been a busy period of time 
for the city. He then called on 
the chairman of each advisory 
board to present a review of acti¬ 
vities undertaken to outline future 
subjects and activities to be con¬ 
sidered, and to bring forth mat¬ 
ters in which the support or gui¬ 
dance of council is sought. 


Ronald Ott, Chairman of the 
Parks & Recreation Advisory 
Board, hopes the city can acquire 
North End Elementary School, 
even if the city then levels the 
building just to keep the land. 
Ott mentioned a possible pur¬ 
chase price of one dollar. 

Ott noted the projected develop¬ 
ment by MNCPPC of a new re¬ 
gional park, “Fairland,” in the 
Beltsville area, and suggested that 
this might relieve pressure on 
Greenbelt’s Lake Park. Ott also 
cited rumors that the federal gov¬ 
ernment might decide to get rid 
of Greenbelt Park as an economy 
measure, and urged that the city 
be ready to meet this possibility. 
Councilman Tom White suggested 
that in the same spirit of economy 
and despite past commitments not 
fo do so, the federal government 
under the new administration 
might also try to rid itself of 
the Agricultural Research Center, 
and that the city should be alert. 

Don Volk, Chairman of the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board, reported 
that during the past two years 
the board has met 28 times, and 
has developed recommendations 
for council on 34 topics. In 1980 
the board, at council's request, be¬ 
gan a review of the 1970 Master 
Plan in order that the city might 
comment and contribute when M- 
NCPPC prepares a hew Master 
Plan in 1981-82. For the future, 
there will be further work on the 
Master Plan, and a number of 
expected site plan reviews as 
parts of the city continue to de¬ 
velop on a parcel-by-parcel basis. 

Volk noted the recent comple¬ 
tion of annexation by the city of 
the Greenway Shopping Center, 
which he described as the “first 
large scale, significant annexation 
in the city’s history,” He said 
APB expects considerable future 
development south of Greenbelt 
Road, in the only significant ar?a 
adjacent to the city’s corporate 
limits that is not either within 
another municipality or under fed¬ 
eral ownership, Volk pointed out 
that the city does not Jnave a pol¬ 
icy on annexation, and asked whe¬ 
ther APB in its activities should 
consider and plan for possible fu¬ 
ture annexations, or just ignore 
the issue. 

Councilman White spoke in fa¬ 
vor of some general dicsussion of 
the reasons why the city might or 
might not want to annex any gi¬ 
ven place, as guidance for the 
future. Mayor Pro Tern Pilski 
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expressed the view that annexa¬ 
tion is desirable only when it is 
carried out in amicable coopera¬ 
tion between both parties, with 
values to be received by both. 
Pilski cited police protection and 
snow removal as two values that 
the city offers, and suggested that 
a good time to talk about annexa¬ 
tion with the residents of a devel¬ 
opment is right after a blizzard. 
He also said that when the Mary¬ 
land Trade Center highrise adja¬ 
cent to Greenway Shopping Cen¬ 
ter is completed ,the owners may 
become quite concerned about se¬ 
curity and at that time be ready 
to discuss annexation in order to 
secure city police protection. 

Pilski further thinks that Chel¬ 
sea Woods and Brae Brook may 
be early candidates for annexa¬ 
tion, because of the sense of com¬ 
munity identity among their resi¬ 
dents. Looking farther into the 
future, Pilski speculated that 
someday Berwyn Heights and 
Westchester Park Apartments 
might want to be a part of the 
City of Greenbelt. 

Edward Putens, as Acting 
Chairman of the Community Re¬ 
lations Advisory Board, believes 
the city should somehow try to 
acquire North End Elementary 
School. He cited the summer 
playground activities carried out 
here by the city, and said he 
thinks uses would be found for 
the building. Pilski agreed that 
the future of the school and 
grounds is probably a top prior¬ 
ity for the city. 

Putens spoke also to the need 
by CRAB for data on the needs of 
the city's senior citizens. He ask¬ 
ed advice from council on how 
the board can find or pay for the 
gathering of such data. 

Thanks and Please 

Both Pilski and White expressed 
their gratitude for the hard work 
that is done by the boards in aid 
of council. Pilski referred to the 
board members as “the unsung 
heroes.” 

White also asked for a new kind 
of help from the boards. He sta¬ 
ted his concern about the present 
relationship of the city with 
Prince Georges County, cit¬ 
ing examples of ways in which 


the relationship* has not been 
good. For example, the city pays 
its share of the county recreation 
tax, yet has to “beg” for county 
recreation services. The county 
recently cut the city out of receiv¬ 
ing Open Space funds. Now the 
city faces dealings with the coun¬ 
ty on other issues — for example, 
the possible acquisition of North 
End Elementary School. White 
thinks there will be an intensifi¬ 
cation of issues with the county 
over the next several years. He 
asked that the boards, as they 
deal with county personnel, begin 
to help clarify what the relation¬ 
ship between the city and the 
county should be.
